Sleep was proven to be one of«- 
the best aids to memory by an ex- 
periment conducted by Mrs. W. W. 
Harned, a University graduate stu- 
dent in psychology. 

She discovered proof that sleep 
after learning entirely eliminates 
immediate forgetting. The highly 
technical data was obtained as a 
result of an experiment conducted 
by Mrs. Harned. under the direction 
of psychology department staff 
members, with 80 Asbury college 
freshmen. 

Sharp Forgetting Caused 

• Learning followed by routine ac- 
tivities causes a sharp forgetting in 
the first four hours and a gradual 
loss in the amount remembered after 
that." according to Mrs. Harned. 
"On the other hand, learning fol- 
lowed by four hours of sleep, instead 
of equal time spent awake, produces 
an equally sharp increase in the 
amount of learned material that is 
remembered." 

The chances are 99.6 out of 100 
that the subjects who have slept | 
will remember more than those who | 
did not sleep. "It is supposed that 
the old material in the mind is 
w.ped out by new activities when 
sleep does not follow learning,'' Mrs. 
Harned said

With one gian-. swoop, the Red 
Elephants of Alabama thumped 
Kentucky, 13-0. last Saturday on 
Stoll Field, stopped the Wildcats' 
five-game winning streak, and 
eliminated them from a bid to the 
Sugar or the Orange Bowl come 
New Year s Day. The red-hot Crim- 
son Tide, not content with that, also 
inflicted the first defeat Kentucky 
has suffered on its home .field since 
Coach Bear Bryant has been boss 
of the Kentucky gridders. 

The outstanding player on the 
field last Saturday was Hurlin' Har- 
dliner, who showed Kentucky why 
he is an All-American. "The Arm" 
passed, ran. tackled, blocked and in- 
tercepted UK aerials all afternoon 
to lead Alabama to their twenty- 
fourth win over the Wildcat team 
in 26 games.

Kentucky's Wildcats, anxious to 
regain their winning ways after fal- 
tering badly on two consecutive 
week-ends, tangle with West Vir- 
ginia's Mountaineers tomorrow af- 
ternoon at Morgantown before what 
officials hope will be the first capa- 
city crowd in the history of the 
33.000 seat stadium. 

In the Associated Press weekly 
poll the Cats dropped completely 
out of the list of the nation's twenty 
top teams. During three previous 
weeks they had jumped from twen- 
tieth to thirteenth place In the na- 
tion-wide poll. 

During the past week's drills, how- 
ever, it was obvious that the Wild- 
cats of Kentucky were through 
stumbling and back on the victory 
trail where they belonged. The Cats 
left yesterday for Morgantown with 
team spirit reaching its highest 
peak in recent weeks. 

Won Four, Lost Two 
In six games this year the twice- 
beaten Mountaineers have compiled 
194 points against 55 for their op- 
ponents — more than twice as many 
as the Wildcats have scored in seven 
games. The hill boys rolled up lop- 
sided scores against New York uni- 
versity. 40-0. Otterbein. 59-0, Wash- 
ington and Lee. 21-0, and Waynes- 
burg, 60-7, before losing to unde- 
feated Penn State and Maryland on 
consecutive Saturdays. 

Powerful Pcnn State had to come 
from behind to nip the Mountain- 
eers 21-14, yet the Lions picked up 
365 yards rushing compared to only 
47 for West Virginia. 

Last week the boys from the Coal 
State were favored against Mary- 
lands highly-regarded Terrapins. 
But apparently the underdogs did 
not live up to their name, for they 
ran circles around the Mountaineers 
winning 27-0. However, observers 
reported that the West Virginians 
turned in their worst performance 
of the season, so it would seem wise 
not to hold that defeat against 
them. Maryland, by the way. was 
Paul Bryant's pre-Kentucky stomp- 
ing ground. 

Prom the few scattered reports 
received concerning Mountaineer 
strategy. It would seem that their 
chief forte is in taking advantage 
of the breaks and holding tenacious- 
ly whenever their goal is threatened. 
Penn State scored first downs al- 
most at will, but the West Virginia 
I team always stiffened when the 
chips were down and hurled the 
Lions right back on their heels. 
Five Five-Year Men 
West Virginia was the target for 
the statement recently that they 
were playing five men for their fifth 
season, four of whom regularly ap- 
pear in the starting lineup. Morgan- 
town officials did not deny the ac- 
cusation and even replied that the 
five players were eligible by their 
standards. It has since been report- 
ed that four other West Virginia 



gridders may also be playing n 
their fifth season as Mountaineers. 

They are Ed Kulakowski, 210- 
pound left tackle and one of the 
mainstays of the Mountaineer for- 
ward wall. Gene Corum, 185-pound 
left guard, Leo Benjamin. 180-pound 
center, and Chet Spelock. 190H»und 
right end. The fifth man is reserve 
fullback Charley Schrader. 

Maryland last week registered an 
informal complaint but played the 
game anyway, winning 27-0, so ap- 
parently Paul Bryant plans to follow 
that same line of attack. Earlier 
this week UK officials registered an 
informal complaint to the NAA, 
but stated they would play Uie game 
regardless. 

West Virginia's backfield averages 
180 pounds, about the same as Ken- 
tucky's, but their line is slightly 
smaller than the Wildcat forwards, 
averaging about 190 pounds. If Bry- 
ant starts his usual lineup against 



he Mountaineers tomorrow, trie 
Wildcats may enjoy an all-around 
velght advantage for the first tune 
his year. 

All Opponent Team 
At the close of the 1946 season 
the West Virginia squad named 
four Wildcats on their all-opponent 
team, three of whom— Don Phelps, 
Wash Serini, and Leo Yarutis— will 
probably be in the starting lineup 
again tomorrow afternoon. The 
fourth man honored, all-SEC end 
Wallace Jones, is still on the side- 
lines following an appendectomy- 
two weeks ago. 

In eight previous Kentucky-West 
Virginia encounters, the Wildcats 
i have won five and lost three, and 
I tallied 110 points against 88 for the 
Mounties. The series was inaugu- 
rated 'way back in 1905, but was 
quickly dropped after the Wildcats 
absorbed a 45-0 shellacking and it 
wasn't renewed until 1939. when the
